not e?(ceed cx^e-third of the time scheduled for a credit 
SecQTxj. certain components of a teaming expenerKe are 
provKted by the school, white other components are 
covered t?y the C0H:>perating body 

Ail new teaming is consolidated by the school at 
regular intervals throughoutthe year Through co- 
operative course^, academic arxj business or technical 
prograijis are expanding as students become better 
_ acquaihted wrth tt>e workj of work

The main p^Mpdse of evening courses is to provide ^ult 
students with opportunittes for continuing their education 
Day students who wish to supptenient or compferront 
their daytHDe program may enrol m n^ght school 
However, these progran^ are not suitat>te for ail

Progr^mnS have now been exparxJed to 
irx^lude ger>erai credit and personal interest and recrea- 
tional courses It tspossit>Mo accumulate 9redrts at 
summer school ^n order to comptete the requirenr>ents for 
the Ontano secoixJary school diplomas (gradu^ion or 
honour graKjuatKXt) in less than four Of five years Some 
above-average students may wish to do so for personal 
reasons IdeeJIy. summer study programs should be 
car efuify discussed with the school personr>el

Private schools

, school nnich as their parents dKj Most of these schools 
have'programs that are broad erxxjgh to accommodate 
thetr needs On speaal nights set as^d^ for parents of 
Grade 8 students, secondary school programs ^re 
explair>ed 

If you live in an area whnrh has specialized secondary 
schools (for exampte. commeraal, an tecnn<caJ) or 
schools otfenr>g' specialized proy«ms (for example 
programs in the French language or indepe'ndent 
studies) further cohsideration shduld be grven to indi- 
vidual needs and abilrties _

• Think ^uj intere§ts an6 skills Students knaw what 
they arrgood at what they are not good'at and what 
expenences they find enpyabl^ They know what 
they read, draw', talk about, work at ar>d watch on 
tetevis*on In discussing these interests and tnclina- ' 
tKxns wTth parerits. an indrvKJual's potential should 
become apparent " * 

• Tafk to the elen^entary school teacher, counselfor 
arxj pnnapal Their ideas, knowledge ar>d opinions 
on student pptentia^ may b^ discussed amor>g the 
parents, the student, and the school personnel 

^ • Do not make t^asty decisions it takes time for 
students to deode what directK>n they wish to take 
Exposure to the expenerKes and ttie stimulation of
